Candle Light Installation Service 


This service will be all the more 
effective if arranged with consider- 
able care, One rehearsal should, how- 
ever, be sufficient. 

Hymn numbers refer to The Meth- 
odist Hymnal, 


When the service opens, the room 
is in darkness save for a large candle 
set on a high candlestick, and placed 
in the middle of a table or stand back 
of the chancel. The Epworth League 
emblem should be placed directly be- 
hind the candle so that it is illumi- 
nated by it. 

Two of the younger Senior girls, 
dressed in white and carrying lighted 
candles, enter from the rear, one on 
the right side, the other on the left. 
One is the ‘‘Watchman,” and the other 
the “Traveler.” As they proceed 
down either aisle, they sing respon- 
sively, “Watchman, Tell Us of the 
Night” (636). The hymn is arranged 
in two-line responses, which will be 
easy to follow. They take places on 
each side of the platform, facing the 
audience. 

Pastor enters from front or rear, 
passes behind chancel rail, lights his 
candle from the large candle in the 
center, and proceeds to read: 

Jesus said, “I am the Light of the 
World: he that followeth me shall 
not walk in darkness, but shall have 


the light of life.” That was the true - 
Light, which lighteth every man that 
cometh into the world. In him was 
life; and the life was the light of 
men. And the light shineth in dark- 
ness; and the darkness comprehended 
it not, And this is the condemnation, 
that light is come into the world, and 
men loved darkness rather than light, 
because their deeds were evil. For 
everyone that doeth evil hateth the 
light, neither cometh to the light, lest 
his deeds should be reproved. But he 
that doeth truth cometh to the light, 
that his deeds may be made manifest, 
that they are wrought in God. 

Officers (except Junior Superin- 
tendent) take their places quietly at 
the chancel rail, the President, Secre- 
tary, and Treasurer going to the right, 
the four departmental Vice-Presi- 
dents to the left. They leave vacant 
a space in the center; all kneel. 

The Pastor prays: O, Thou who 
only hath immortality, dwelling in 
the light that no man can approach 
unto, whom no man hath seen nor 
can see, we know that around thy 
throne there shall be no night... . 
and they need no candle, neither light 
of the sun; for the Lord God giveth - 
them light. But we know thou art 
the same God who, having com- 
manded the light to shine out of dark- 
ness, hath shined in our hearts, to 
give the light of knowledge of the 


glory of God in the face of Jesus 
Christ. Lord, lift thou up the light 
of thy countenance upon us. For 
with thee is the fountain of life; in 
thy light shall we see light. 

Pastor (lighting candles of Presi- 
dent, Secretary and Treasurer): But 
we have this treasure in earthen ves- 
sels, that the excellency of the power 
may be of God, and not of us. Be 
strong in the Lord, and in the power 
of his might. : 

(President and Secretary 
Treasurer rise.) 

President: The Lord is my light 
and my ‘salvation. 

Secretary and Treasurer: Whom 
shall I fear? The Lord is the strength 
of my life. 

President: Of whom shall I be 
afraid? : 

Pastor (lighting candle of First 
Vice-President): Light is sown for 
the righteous, and gladness for the 
upright in heart. 

First Vice-President (rising) : Thy 
word is a lamp unto my feet and a 
light unto my path. 

Second Vice-President: We wait 
for light but behold obscurity; for 
brightness, and we walk in darkness. 
We egrope for the wall like the blind 
_... We stumble at noonday as in 
the night. 

Pastor (lighting the candle of Sec- 
ond Vice-President, who then rises) : 
Arise, shine; for thy light’ is come, 
and the glory of the Lord is risen 
upon thee, For, behold, the darkness 
shall cover the earth, and gross dark- 
ness the people; but the Lord shall 


and 
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arise upon thee, and his glory shall be 
seen upon thee. And the Gentiles 
shall come to thy light, and kings to 
the brightness of thy rising. 

Pastor (lighting candle of Third 
Vice-President, who then rises) : Let 
your loins be girded about, and your 
light burning. He that loveth his 
brother abideth in the light and there 
is no occasion of stumbling in him. 
But whoso hath this world’s goods 
and seeth his brother have need, and 
shutteth up his compassion from him, 
how dwelleth the love of God in him? 

Pastor (lighting candle of Fourth 
Vice-President, who then rises): I¢ 
we walk in the light, as he is in the 
light, we have fellowship one with 
another. 

Junior Superintendent and one 
Junior from each class come quietly 
to chancel, taking place in the center. 

Pastor (lighting candles of Junior 
Superintendent and children) : Christ 
shall give thee light. Now are ye 
light in the Lord: Walk as children 
of light. 

The first and last stanzas of “Walk 
in the Light” (361) are heard as from 
a distance. The singing is by a quar- 
tet, unaccompanied, stationed jin a 
room at the rear of the church, 

Pastor: Lord, lift thou up the light 
‘of thy countenance upon us. Let thy 
work appear unto thy servants, and 
thy glory unto their children. And 
let the beauty of the Lord our God 
bé upon us; and establish thou the 
work of our hands upon us; yea, the 
work of our hands establish thou it. 

Organ or piano immediately takes 
up the hymn, “Lead On, O King 


ve 
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Eternal,” (408) in which all present 
join. 

Members of the chapter move for- 
ward to places behind their officers. 
If desired each may have a candle 
which one of the officers lights. : 


Pastor: Ye are the light of the 
world. A city that is set on an hill 
cannot be hid. Neither do men light 
a candle, and put it under a bushel, 
but on a candlestick; and it giveth 
light unto all that are in the house. 
Let your light so shine before men, 
that they may see your good works, 
and glorify your Father which is in 
heaven. 

The Epworth League benediction 
concludes the service. 

If there is an Intermediate Chapter 
and the officers are to be installed at 
this service, they may take their places 
with the Senior officers, making the 
responses at the same time, the two 
Presidents together, the two first 
Vice-Presidents, etc. 


Installation Service 
for Officers 


By W. H. Burcwin 


Some object is selected as a symbol 
of the work of the respective officers. 
The retiring officer, with appropriate 
words, presents the symbol to his 
successor, and the officer-elect re- 
sponds fittingly. Or, in the event that 
the officer has been re-elected, the 
pastor presents the symbol and makes 
the address. There will be naturally 
a modification of the plan for differ- 
ent places. That is easily adjusted, 


however, for the particular time and 
place. 

When all the symbols have been 
presented and accepted, the service is 
concluded with a consecration hymn 
sung by the whole League, the mem- 
bers of which are sitting together, 
and a special prayer by the pastor. 
This prayer may be the most impor- 
tant element of the service, clinching 
all that has been said and done. Of 
course, the sermon which follows may 
well be one that will make a strong 
appeal to youth, 


The symbols selected are as fol- 
lows: For the President, a gavel; for 
the First Vice-President, a copy of 
the Holy Bible; for the Second Vice- 
President, a textbook of Christian 
Missions, preferably the one to be 
used by the Epworth League in the 
current year, or a small globe; for 
the Third Vice-President, two flags— 
the flag of the United States and the 
Church flag; for the Fourth Vice- 
President, a tennis racquet; for the 
Secretary, the Epworth League book 
of records for the local chapter; for 
the Treasurer, a small bank and a 24- 
Hour-day-envelope. 

The symbols will be conveniently 
placed before the service begins. The 
members of the outgoing and incom- 
ing Cabinets will be called forward 
and will take their respective places. 
The retiring officers should stand 
with the pastor inside the altar rail, 
the officers-elect outside. The retiring 
President should face the President- 
elect, the retiring First Vice-President 
the First Vice-President elect, etc. 
In the event that any of the officers 


are to succeed themselves they should 
be among the officers-elect and the 
pastor should take their part within 
the altar rail, This means, of course, 
that the pastor may be required to 
take the parts of a number of officers 
who have been re-elected. 


The service should proceed about 
as follows: 


1. Pastor’s Brief Address to the 
Outgoing and Incoming Cabinets. 


2. Address to incoming President. 


(a) The gavel is the symbol of 
authority. In the hand of the presi- 
dent, it is a token of his personal 
responsibility for the guidance of the 
work of the organization which he 
represents. It becomes my pleasure, 
as it is my duty, to entrust [or return] 
this symbol and sign, with its re- 
sponsibility and authority to your 
care [or, to one who has wielded it 
well for one year]. (Presents gavel.) 
This I do entreating you to continued 
devotion and unceasing fidelity to the 
Epworth League, the Church of which 
it isa part, and the Lord Jesus Christ 
for whom the Church stands. 


(b) Response: I accept this gavel 


with a humbling sense of its mean-: 


ing. I pledge myself anew to Jesus 
Christ and his Church. I accept the 
responsibilities attached to the duty 
and authority of President of the 
Epworth League, promising my hon- 
est, earnest endeavor to direct this 
society, by divine help, and the sup- 
port of the Cabinet and members, so 
that we may have the “well done” of 
the Great Master. 
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3. (a) Address to First Vice-Presi- 
dent: 

The Holy Bible is the symbol of the 
office of the First Vice-President in 
the Epworth League. The building 
of Christian character is the goal of 
your effort. The Bible contains the 
foundation teachings concerning holy 
and worthy character. It is my pleas- 
ure herewith to entrust to you the 
very earnest business of the Depart- 
ment, which I do by placing in your 
hands a copy of the Book of books 
(Presents Bible). 


(b) Response: In accepting the 
Holy Bible, which indicates the re- 
sponsibilities of the first Department, 
I am well aware that I shall be unable 
to direct the work of the Department 
aright, excepting as I am helped of 
God. As I devote fiyself to this 
service, it is with a plea that every 
member will seek, through prayer and 
Bible study, to build a Christian char- 
acter that is strong and beautiful ; 
and, further, that each one will recog- 
nize his obligation and his Privilege 
in the work of personal evangelism, 


4. (a) Address 
President: 


The Second Department deals par- 
ticularly with the extension of God’s 


to Second Vice- 


Kingdom. Its special interests are 
Mission Study and Stewardship. 
Through these Epworthians learn 


how God is working to-day in far- 
away lands, and among many nations, 
and they learn also how they may be 
partners with God in bringing his 
kingdom to the earth. This book on 
Christian Missions will serve as the 
symbol of your office. (Presents 
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book or globe.) I pass it to you as 
one runner hands a torch to his suc- 
cessor. You are to carry it so faith- 
fully that generosity and loyalty may 
be increased among your fellow 
Leaguers. 


(b) Response: To carry the torch 
well aloft, and thus to obey the 
Saviour’s command, “Go ye into all 
the world,” as far as may be through 
the Second Department, will be my 
constant aim. To promote the study 
of world conquest for Christ, and to 
encourage an understanding of Chris- 
tian Stewardship as it is related to 
life, and talents and possessions, will 
be our effort throughout the year. 

5. (a) Address to Third Vice-Pres- 
ident: 

Christian citizenship, including com- 
munity service and deeds of mercy 
and help, provides a program to tax 
the resources and originality of the 
wisest, the bravest, and the best. Here 
is a flag; (Presents U. S. flag) it is 
the symbol of patriotism for every 
American. And here is another; 
(Presents church flag) it represents 
the Church and the Kingdom for 
which -it stands. Let these be the 
emblems of your Department and its 
work, As you would serve your 
country with extreme sacrifice in 
times of peril, so I would admonish 
you to unceasing endeavor and in- 
creasing enthusiasm in the high and 
holy duties of your Department as 
Third Vice-President. 


(b) Response: This great emblem 
has stirred soldiers to noblest courage 
and private citizens to sublimest deeds 
for home and country, And this ban- 


ner reminds us of the eternal King- 
dom, for which men are to seek first 
of all and for which we are to strive 
and serve, even though it brings us 
to the martyr’s triumph. I accept 
these inspiring symbols and the com- 
mission of patriotic and Christian 
endeavor which they represent, pledg- 
ing fidelity in solemn humility and 
loyalty in loving service. 

6. (a) Address to Fourth 
President: 

The Fourth Department has the 
noble objective of Christian Comrade- 
ship for all young people. Social 
comradeship in Christian fellowship 
is our ideal, As I present this symbol 
of recreation, (presents tennis 
racquet), it is with earnest and urgent 
appeal that you acquaint yourself in- 
timately with your duties and enlist 
your Department in a program that 
will attract and hold our Leaguers, 
so that the best life among our young 
people shall Icad in good, wholesome 
fun and frolic. 

(b) In accepting the responsibilities 
of the Fourth Department, I recog- 
nize the need, not only of personal 
endeavor on my part, but of most 
cordial and constant co-operation by 
all the League. I shall acquaint my- 
self with my duties in detail, with the 
expectation that the call for co-opera- 
tion will have the hearty response of 
the whole League membership. 

7. (a) Address to Secretary: 

One of the most important and 
exacting duties of the Epworth 
League Cabinet is that of secretary. 
We are convinced that you are 
equipped for the duties of this office. 


Vice- 
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We now entrust to your care the 
Record Book (presents book), with 
the expectation that every item of 
business will have your painstaking 
attention. Thus the vital interests of 
the Christian life of our young people 
will be more largely promoted and 
conserved than most persons think. 

(b) Response: I accept willingly 
the responsibilities of Secretary. My 
desire is in every way possible to 
contribute to the Christian well-being 
of our young people, that together we 
may become worthy advocates of the 
ideals of our organization and con- 
sistent disciples of Jesus Christ. 


8. (a) Address to incoming Treas- 
urer: 


The Treasurer’s work requires 
accuracy, honesty and faithfulness. 
It is detail work, sometimes of a try- 
ing character. Rightly performed, it 
ministers mightily to the growth of 
Christian character in League and 
Church members. My sincere desire 
is that the financial Department may 
be prosperous in fullest measure, and 
that its success may be an accurate 
index to the greatest possible pros- 
perity, material and moral, social and 
spiritual, of every department of the 
League. (Presents Twenty-four- 
Hour-Day Envelope and Bank.) 

(b) Response: It will be my aim 
so to administer the business of the 
Treasurer that all material obliga- 
tions of our Chapter shall be met 
promptly and satisfactorily. I ac- 
cept this position of trust fully aware 
that my utmost endeavor must be 
met by the regular support of all the 
members of the League. I crave such 


support and pledge my personal devo- 
tion to this work.

Service for the Installation of 
Officers

Pastor: We are gathered to-night 
for the annual Installation Service of 
the Epworth League, to duly install 
in their respective positions those 
whom the members of the League, 
after due consideration and formal 
vote, have chosen to direct the activ- 
ities of the local chapter of the Ep- 
worth League for another year. It is 
very meet at this time that we ex- 
press our profound gratitude to God, 
and to the officers of the League, for 
the work of the past year, that we 
consider anew the history and pur- 
pose of the organization which we 
represent, and that the incoming offi- 
cers, after being instructed concern- 
ing their sacred duties, pledge faith- 
fulness and loyalty to their tasks. 

The local Chapter of the Epworth 
League is a part of a great company 
of Methodist young people stretching 
the length and breadth of this land, 
and even around the world, who have 
united their powers to strive to attain 
for themselves such strength of char- 
acter as shall bring greatest glory to 
their Saviour, and such understand- 
ing of the work of God’s Kingdom as 
shall enable them to measure up ade- 
quately to the responsibilities that rest 
upon them, and to take their proper 
places in the Christian Church, To 
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this end the League maintains a De- 
partment of Spiritual Work to enrich 
spiritual life, a Department of World 
Evangelism to create a knowledge of 
and a participation in World Service, 
a Department of Social Service, 
whose purpose is to lead the chapter’s 
activities as it seeks to serve in the 
community, and to train for good 
citizenship, and a Department of Rec- 
reation and Culture to guide the 
normal play impulse of young people 
into right channels. The official lead- 
ers of the League are the President, 
four Vice-Presidents, a Secretary, a 
Treasurer, an Intermediate Counselor, 
and a Junior League Superintendent. 
The young people here present are 
those whom you have elected to fill 
these offices for the ensuing year, and 
whom, God willing, we purpose to 
install. 

Members of the Cabinet of the 
————— Chapter of the Epworth 
League of Methodism, the Church of 
Jesus Christ has greatly honored you, 
and bestowed upon you a great oppor- 
tunity in calling you to be officers of 
our Epworth League. You, more than 
anyone else, have the opportunity of 
leading the young people of our 
church. You, likewise, have oppor- 
tunity for great personal development 
as you endeavor to lead others. I con- 
gratulate you heartily on your election 
as officers. But that the Church and 
the members of your League may 
know your purpose in accepting your 
place on the Cabinet, you will now 
consider well the duties pertaining to 
your office, and thereafter give before 
the congregation your pledge of faith- 
fulness to duty. 


(Name ), you have been 
elected President of the local chapter 
of the Epworth League. In this act, 
the chapter has committed to you 
general oversight of all doings, devo- 
tional, missionary, benevolent, and 
recreational among the young people 
of the Church. Specifically, your 
duties are to preside over the regular 
business and Cabinet meetings of the 
League, to plan. a four-fold program 
of activities with the assistance of the 
Cabinet, and to report the progress of 
the League to the Quarterly Confer- 
ence. These duties are solemn and 
sacred. Will you sincerely covenant 
to fulfill the duties of your office to 
the best of your ability, God being 
your helper? 


President: I make this solemn cov- 
enant with God and the members of 
our League, trusting in God and them 
for help. 


Pastor: (Name ), you have 
been elected First Vice-President of 
the local chapter of the Epworth 
League. Yours is an office second to 
none in importance. You are chair- 
man of the Spiritual Department of 
the League. As such, the entire de- 
votional program of the chapter is in 
the hands of your committee. In 
particular, it is your duty to plan for 
the devotional meetings for the young 
people of the chapter, and for partic- 
ipation in them by all of the mem- 
bers; to provide leaders for the meet- 
ings, and to be responsible for their 
presence at the appointed time. In 
addition to this, it will be your im- 
portant function to plan such other 
services, and means of devotional life 
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as may promise to improve the Chris- 
tian character of our young people, 
such as Win-My-Chum Week, spe- 
cial services for the regular church 
festivals, study classes in personal 
evangelism and Bible Study. The 
success of the League is measured 
largely by the success of the First 
Department activities. If the League 
fails here, it fails in its first duty. 
In the light of these clear and com- 
pelling obligations, do you solemnly 
promise, in the presence of God and 
of this congregation, to fulfill the 
duties of your office to the best of 
your ability, under the guidance and 
in the power of God? 

First Vice-President: Such is my 
sacred promise, 

Pastor: (Name ), as Second 
Vice-President of the local chapter 
of our League, it is your duty to relate 
the members of the League in every 
possible way to the world-program of 
missionary activity carried on by the 
Methodist Episcopal Church at large. 
A detailed mention of your duties 
would include the following: to su- 
pervise the program for the regular 
missionary meetings of the League, 
to urge the inauguration of mission 
study classes and reading courses as 
part of the League’s activity, and to 
promote the practice of Christian 
Stewardship, The duties of your 
office demand that you have a world 
vision, a world purpose, and a world 
Saviour. Having considered well the 
work of your office, is it your devout 
purpose to be diligent in season and 
out of season to make the work of 
your department a success? 


Second Vice-President: Such is my 
earnest purpose, trusting in God, my 
Saviour. 

Pastor: (Name ), you are 
to be Third Vice-President of the 
Epworth League, and to direct the 
Department of Social Service. The 
department is so called because it 
aims to serve society by showing 
mercy, kindness and sympathy and 
friendship to all who are in need, to 
serve the community in practical 
ways, to train in the highest ideals of 
Christian citizenship, and to promote 
good will and Christian fellowship 
between races and nations. Among 
the duties devolving upon you, the 
following are highly important: to 
carry cheer to the sick and shut in 
members of the chapter, to co-operate 
with helpful community agencies, to 
know your community—its problems 
and its needs, to aid in rousing public 
opinion against degrading community 
influences, to promote Christian citi- 
zenship, to aid various charitable 
institutions by sending supplies and 
providing programs, and to promote 
international and interracial good 
will, The faithful performance of 
these duties will do much to bind to- 
gether into a working unit the young 
people of our League with cords of 
Christian friendship, and make out of 
the Christian recruits of our Church 
a company of Christian soldiers that 
move as one in the conquest for God 
and the right. Impelled by sincere 
Christian friendship, do you now 
register your sacred promise before 
God and this company to faithfully 
endeavor to perform the duties of 
your office? ; 
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Third Vice-President: This is my 
pledge, given in good faith before 
God and his Church. 


Pastor: (Name ), the De- 
partment of Recreation and Culture, 
of which you have been elected the 
head, is winning increasing recogni- 
tion, as fulfilling an important Chris- 
tian function, namely, that of pro- 
viding or arranging for such amuse- 
ments as are consistent with loyalty 
to the Lord Jesus Christ. Methodism 
recognizes the natural place of rec- 
reation and the use of leisure in a 
normal Christian life, and seeks to 
substitute for questionable amuse- 
ments recreational activities that will 
contribute to the upbuilding of well- 
rounded Christian character. Your 
duty as chairman of this department 
is to provide a program of recreation, 
including parties, entertainments, con- 
tests, and sports, which will give ade- 
quate expression to the play instinct, 
and thus assist in the development of 
normal living. While endeavoring to 
make this department fulfill its mis- 
sion, you will carefully guard against 
making recreation overshadow devo- 
tion, and so give the false suggestion 
that Christian living is not sacrificial 
and difficult. Recreation must be 
made a means toward devotion, and 
not a substitute for it, Weighing 
well the responsibilities of your young 
people, do you covenant in your heart 
to do your duty as much as in you 
lies, seeking the help of God, and your 
fellow members in the League? 

Fourth Vice-President: This solemn 
covenant I make with God, and the 
members of our Epworth League. 


Pastor: (Name ), as Treas- 
urer of the local chapter of the Ep- 
worth League, upon you devolves the 
duty of handling all moneys that the 
League may receive or disburse. To 
you falls the duty of receiving dues, 
of promoting the: Twenty-four-Hour- 
Day Plan of giving, of receiving in- 
come from regular and special offer- 
ings, and from all other activities of 
the League from which money is re- 
ceived, to pay all approved bills and 
secure receipts for the same, and for- 
ward the annual dues to the Central 
Office, also to keep neat and ‘accurate 
record of all financial matters, and 
submit the same once a year to the 
Church auditor, This being your 
duty, can God and the members of 
this organization depend upon you 
to fulfill conscientiously your sacred 
trust? 


Treasurer: I accept my trust, and 
will fulfill it to the best of my ability, 
God being my helper. 


Pastor: (Name ), you have 
been elected Secretary for the ensu- 
ing year, As such, you share with 
the Treasurer the responsibility of 
seeing that the work of the chapter 
is conducted on sound and systematic 
business principles. You will con- 
duct the correspondence of the 
League, giving special attention to 
promptness, care, and courtesy. You 
will keep up-to-date records of all 
business transacted by the League 
membership itself or the Cabinet, and 
maintain an accurate list of members, 
both active and associate. It is your 
task to care for the publicity in the 
Chapter, to keep the members in- 
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formed as to its activities. and to ad- 
vertise the devotional meetings and 
other special services. What you 
record will stand, what you fail to 
record will not be recorded. Will 
you covenant to perform these duties 
with faithfulness and consistency ?

Pastor to Fourth Vice-President:

Whatever will pro- 
mote a wholesome social relationship 
among our young people is the con- 
cern of the department to which you 
are elected Chairman. Literary 
courses of study, lecture courses for 
the improvement of the community 
life and intelligence, wholesome 
games and sports, the library, Ep- 
worth Herald and Epworth League 
Quarterly subscriptions, music and 
the promotion of Institutes—all these 
fall within the rich province of 
your department. Your department 
is responsible also for the enlisting 
of new members.

Initiation Service for the Epworth

(Members of the League and 
Visitors will be seated at ends of 
Vestry. Degree team, consisting of ' 
President, and four Vice-Presidents 
enter from main hall, President lead- 
ing, followed by First and Second 
Vice-President, then the Third and 
Fourth Vice-Presidents. They are 
four to six feet apart in line. They 
advance to a small platform. The 
President takes his place at the center, 
behind the stand, first two vice-presi- 
dents at the right, and the second two 
at the left. Articles for use in the 
ceremony are placed on the stand.) 

President: Members and friends of 
the Chapter of the Epworth 
League, we are assembled here to- 
night for the purpose of initiating 
with due solemnity and reverence into 
our loved society these applicants 
whom the Cabinet has recommended 
for membership in the same. We deem 
it expedient for the mutual welfare 
of our organization, and of these 
seeking admission that membership be 
not completed until each applicant has 
been duly instructed concerning the 
essential spirit, main ideals, and the 
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practical aims of the society. We; 
therefore, invite you to bear reverent 
witness while this revelation is briefly 
unfolded. The Secretary will present 
the applicants. 

Secretary: On recommendation of 
the Cabinet, the following have been 
elected to membership in our organi- 
zation, and are entitled to initiation 
in the same: (Reads names). 

President: The Secretary will usher 
the applicants to their places. (After 
this is done, continue): Members of 
the League will rise. 

President: Let us pray: 

Almighty God, our heavenly Father, 
thou in thy wise providence didst in- 
stitute the Christian Church to estab- 
lish thy Kingdom on earth as it is 
in heaven, and we thank thee for that 
sacred body of which thy son, Jesus 
Christ, is the head. We rejoice, like- 
wise, that from the time that Jesus 
called his first followers from their 
nets beside the sea, even until now, 
thou hast issued a compelling chal- 
lenge to young people to join thee 
in thy work of redeeming the world. 
We thank thee for the help ren- 
dered in thy task by the Epworth 
League of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, In this significant hour 
we ask thy special blessing upon 
our own League, and upon these 
young people who are being received 
into it. Grant to pour forth thy spirit 
of love upon each one of them, that 
they may live each day in the presence 
of the gracious Christ whom we de- 
voutly worship, and serve, and prove 
a constant benediction to thy King- 


dom, thy Church, and their fellow 
members in the Epworth League. 


This we humbly ask for Jesus’ sake. 
Amen. 


(Members are seated). 


President: Vice-Presidents, will you 
bear these tokens to the circular table 
at the center of the room, and place 
them in their respective positions 
thereon? (Hands them sections of 
Cross, made of cardboard in deep red, 
top to First Vice-President, bottom to 
Second Vice-President, right side to 
Third Vice-President, left side to 
Fourth Vice-President. Vice-Presi- 
dents complete action and return to 
respective positions.) 


President (to the applicants for ad- 
mission) : Friends, you have just wit- 
nessed the construction of the Chris- 
tian Cross in the center of this circle. 
That Cross, in the center of the circle, 
symbolizes the essential spirit which 
must ever lie at the very heart of the 
Epworth League. Ours is an organi- 
zation with no selfish motives. That 
symbol declares to every Epworthian 
that life is never so rich or worthy as 
when it is spent in self-sacrificing 
ministry for others, like that which 
Jesus Christ gave to the world, and 
for which the Cross on which he died 
has become the universal symbol. It 
likewise challenges everyone who ac- 
cepts membership in the Epworth 
League to covet as the spirit of his 
or her own life the Spirit of the One 
whose personality that blood-red 
Cross ever recalls, If the Cross leaves 
the center of our lives, we die; if it 
remains we truly live; so likewise our 
Epworth League truly lives just so 
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_long as the Cross, the symbol of self- 

sacrificing helpful living, remains the 
symbol of its essential spirit. 

President: Bear these tokens to the 
table, and place them about the Cross. 
(Hands each Vice-President one word 
of the Epworth League Motto, “Look 
Up, Lift Up,” lettered in gold on cir- 
cular pieces of red cardboard, and 
fastened together by ribbon along the 
back. They advance to the table, 
place these letters on circles already 
lightly marked out, about circumfer- 
ence of table, and return to respective 
positions. ) 

Treasurer: You have now wit- 
nessed the formation about the Cross 
of the Epworth League Motto, “Look 
Up, Lift Up.” These four words, ex- 
pressing two full exhortations, have 
vital connection with each other. Our 
motto may be said to grow out of the 
two great commandments of our 
Lord, “Thou shalt love the Lord thy 
God with all thy heart and with all 
thy soul, and with all thy mind,” and 
“Thou shalt love thy neighbor as thy- 
self.” We are admonished by our 
motto to show our love for God by 
looking up unto him to give thanks 
for daily blessings, to seek guidance 
in all things, to ask strength to do 
our daily tasks with a willing heart 
and hand. Equally we are admon- 
ished to lift up, to endeavor to be of 
use in raising our associates to places 
of holier and happier living—in this 
way we express our love for our 
neighbors. The order of the words 

_ in our motto is the order that we are 
to follow in life: first “look up,” then 
“lift up,” for we can have little 


strength to lift until we have looked 
up to the Giver of all that is good. 

President (to Vice-Presidents) : 
Take these rolls of ribbon, fasten the 
loose end at the proper place at the 
edge of the table, carry the ribbons 
to their respective standards, and 
fasten the other end of the ribbons in 
place at the table. (Hands each of 
the Vice-Presidents a roll of red baby- 
ribbon. They fasten one end on the 
table, using thumb-tack, pass toward 
corner of room to first standard, 
(figure 1), wind about fastener, pass 
parallel with sides of room to second 
standard, wind ribbon around fas- 
tener, return to table and fasten sec- 
ond end of ribbon, and so on around 
the room, forming a cross as indi- 
cated on the chart, page 19, 


President: We now have before us 
the completed emblem of the Ep- 
worth League, the Maltese Cross of 
four equal sides, the Cross of Christ 
in the center, and about it the Ep- 
worth League Motto, “Look up, Lift 
up.” The four equal sides of this 
Maltese Cross suggest the four-sided 
and well-balanced program of this 
organization. Our chief concern, as 
suggested by the Cross at the center, 
and implied by our motto, is to help 
God build his Kingdom in human life 
and society. This, we believe, can 
best be done through a four-fold 
program of Christian activity. The 
League is organized with four de- 
partments, to execute its fourfold 
program, We shall now acquaint you 
with the nature of the four activities 
to which our organization has com- 
mitted itself. 
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Chart showing position of cross, motto, and standards to which ribbon is to be fastened. 


First Vice-President, you will bear 
this scroll to the side of the shield 
which represents your department of 
work. (President hands to First Vice- 
President a scroll of white paper 
which can be unrolled to length of 
three or four feet, along the length of 
which is inscribed in large letters of 
gold, “Christian Character.” First 
Vice-President takes position as- 
signed, and unrolls scroll, holding it 
before her to be read by witnesses.) 


First Vice-President: The First De- 
partment of the Epworth League is 
primarily concerned with the building 
of Christian character, or the seeking 
for development of the same moral 
standards for personal conduct, the 
same spiritual attitude toward God, 
and the same attitude toward human- 
ity that Jesus, our great Lord and 
Master, had. This department, there- 
fore, concerns itself with the main- 
tenance of a devotional meeting on 
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Sunday evening of each week, the 
encouragement of private prayer and 
Bible-reading, the formation of 
classes in Bible study, and the pro- 
motion of evangelism among young 
people. These activities are second 
to none in the League, and to the 
furtherance of the success of this 
department we heartily urge, and sin- 
cerely expect your assistance. 
President: Second Vice-President, 
you will bear this scroll to the side 
of the shield which represents your 
department. (Performed as in the 
case of the First Vice-President.) 
Second Vice-President: Christian 
co-operation! These are the words 
chosen to express the missionary 
spirit of our society. We deem it an 
apparent impossibility for God’s 
Kingdom to come until God’s children 
everywhere have heard the message 
of the Great Teacher, also that it is 
the manifest duty of those who love 
their Christ to make whatever sacri- 
fices need to be made, in the name 
of Jesus to spread His message at 
home and abroad to those who are 
in need. This organization of young 
people has committed itself to a pro- 
gram of co-operation with every 
Christian agency on earth to help in 
bringing God’s Kingdom on earth as 
it is in heaven. The Second Depart- 
ment, as the channel through which 
this ideal is practically applied, seeks 
to re-emphasize Jesus’ message that 
all men are stewards of God in his 
Kingdom, to encourage missionary 
education, withal to develop intelligent 
World-Christians. Loyalty to this or- 
‘ganization will be partially expressed 


by devotion to the interests of this 
department. 

President: Third Vice-President, 
you will bear this scroll to the side of 
the shield which represents your de- 
partment. (Action executed as be- 
fore.) 

Third Vice-President: The Third 
Department of the League is known 
as the Department of Social Service. 
The words “Christian Conquest” 
grow out of the conviction that if 
any community ever comes to its best 
it must be conquered for Christ. The 
great apostle of the Christ gave the 
admonition long ago, “Be not over- 
come of evil but overcome evil with 
good.” Any community will be over- 
come of evil unless the Christian 
Church, by a program of Christian 
conquest, overcomes the evil of the 
community with good. Institutions 
that are evil must be overcome, and 
good ones put in their places. Laws 
that are bad or weak must give way 
to laws that are strong, constructive, 
and redeeming. Politicians who fail 
to render public service must be de- 
feated, and public servants allowed to 
hold office in their places. Interna- 
tional and interracial hate and rivalry 
must be overcome. This organization 
has no bigger task than that of help- 
ing to conquer this community for 
Christ, and to that task you are be- 
sought to give yourselves, in co- 
operation with your League members. 

President: Fourth Vice-President, 
you will bear this scroll to the fourth 
side of the shield. (Action executed 
as before.) 

Fourth Vice-President: “Christian 
Comradeship” is the accepted slogan 
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of the Fourth Department, because 
this is the department which aims to 
encourage comradeship among young 
people in such an environment, under 
such conditions, and in such an atmos- 
phere that the comradeship shall re- 
main thoroughly Christian. The Ep- 
worth League and the Methodist 
Church of which the League is a part 
recognizes the necessary place of play 
in every normal life. It knows that 
young people do play and will play, 
sometime, somewhere, somehow, and 
under conditions good or bad. This 
organization, therefore, has gone on 
record, with the approval of the 
Church, as standing for an intelligent, 
balanced and wholesome program of 
recreation and amusement, that shall 
be furnished to all young people com- 
mitted to its Christian care. Such 
an undertaking is stupendous in its 
requirements, fearful in its perils, 
but withal, challenging in its promise 
of Christian manhood and woman- 
hood to those who receive the min- 
istry of such a program, devoutly 
planned and offered. Therefore, your 
co-operation in making the work of 
this department a source of real help 
to the young life of our church will 
be continually looked for. 

President (addressing old mem- 
bers) : Members of the League, draw 
near, (Old members join hands, and 
form a circle about new members.) 

President (to new members) : This 
very brief outline of the ideals and 
objectives for which this organization 
stands has now been completed. As 
an expression of your desire to be 
loyal to these, will you repeat with 
us our Epworth League Pledge? 


All: I will earnestly seek for my- 
self and do what I can to help others 
attain the. highest New ‘Testament 
standard of experience and life. I 
will abstain from those forms of 
worldly amusements which cannot be 
taken in the name of the Lord Jesus, 
and I will attend, so far as possible, 
the devotional meetings of the chap- 
ter and the Church, and take some 
active part in them. 

President: As an expression of our 
fraternal feeling, we unitedly wish 
you the ancient blessing: The Lord 
bless thee and keep thee. 

Response: The Lord make his face 
to shine upon thee, and be gracious

In welcom- 
ing you to its fellowship we wish to 
state its object and aims, and to hear 
your pledge of loyalty to its spirit.

President (addressing candidates 
for associate membership): We un- 
derstand that you desire to become 
an associate member of our chapter.

President: Do you promise to at- 
tend the meetings of the League and 
Church, to serve on committees when 
appointed and to more carefully in- 
vestigate your duty to God? 

Response: I do. 

President (addressing all the candi- 
dates): In the name of our chapter 
and of the Epworth League I extend 
to you the right hand of fellowship, 
and welcome you to membership in ~ 
this great body of Methodist young 
people.

President: Are the candidates for 
admission to the * Chapter of 
the Epworth League assembled? 

Secretary: Yes, Mr. President. 

President: In this investiture cere- 
mony this evening we have in mind 
three main objects: First, to impress 
upon us the fact that in joining the 
Epworth League we are joining a 
religious and fraternal organization 
of world-wide scope. Secondly, to 
fix in our minds the methods by which 
an efficient League goes about its 
work; thirdly, to assign to every 
member of this chapter a definite 
place in the great field of Epworth 
effort. Mr. Secretary, will you call 
- our First Vice-President? 

(Secretary goes to door of room 
separate from main auditorium. The 
First, Second, Third and Fourth Vice- 
Presidents remain in this room until 
the Secretary comes for them.) 

Secretary: I am instructed to call

President: You may rise, You 
bring a Bible, an Epworth Herald, 
and an Epworth League Quarterly.

In what way. do you propose to serve 
with these? 


First Vice-President: I am head 
of the Department of Spiritual Work. 
The spiritual welfare of our mem- 
bers, personal evangelism, Bible 
Study, and the weekly devotional 
meetings of the chapter are our great 
charges. The Epworth League 
properly places the spiritual life of 
its members in the foreground, fol- 
lowing the example of its Leader and 
Lord, who said, “Seek ye first the 
kingdom of heaven.”

be world-visioned Christians, so lead- 
ing this chapter in its program of 
mission study and stewardship that its 
members shall be acquainted with 
the needs of the world and with their 
responsibility in meeting those needs? 

Response: Such is our purpose. 

President: To the Second Vice- 
President and this group of loyal 
workers we intrust our small but none 
the less important part in the salya- 
tion of the world. Mr. Secretary, 
will you call the Third Vice-Presj- 
dent? ; 

(Usual procedure.) 

President: You bring a book called, 
Beginnings in Social Service, a 
volume of law, and a basket of good 
things to eat. In what way do you 
propose to serve with these? 

' Third Vice-President: I head the 
Department of Social Service. Mercy 
and help, good citizenship, community 
service, and the promotion of inter- 
national and interracial good will are 
the special interests of my depart- 
ment. The volume of law portrays 
the importance we attach to law and 
order. The little blue book is our 
guide and text, as we survey the field 
about us, and wonder, in a place so 
rife with opportunity, where to begin. 
The basket of food speaks of helpful- 
ness, which we desire to practice this 
year more earnestly than ever before. 

My department is founded upon 
that most wonderful of all ministries, 
that of Jesus of Nazareth. Even as 
he visited the sick, cheered the blind, 
befriended old age and childhood, 
taught of brotherhood between men, 
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and constantly preached justice, so 
would we do also. In the footsteps 
of the Master lies the way of greatest 
service, 

President: Your department may 
mean much to the Church and the 
community. Will you be seated? 

(Usual procedure for Third De- 
partment committee.) 

President (addressing the commit- 
tee) : Are you willing to give of your 
best service as part of a great com- 
pany of young folk, that some of the 
evils of injustice and oppression may 
be conquered? 

Response: We are willing to serve. 

President: To the Third Vice-Pres- 
ident and this group of unselfish 
workers is intrusted a sacred mission. 


Mr. Secretary, will you call the 
Fourth Vice-President? 


(Usual procedure.) 


President: You bring a sheet of 
music, a card, an indoor baseball and 
a book. In what way do you propose 
to serve with these? 


Fourth Vice-President: I head the 
Department of Recreation and Cul- 
ture. My department recognizes the 
fact that young people must play, that 
laughter is a very vital part of life, 
and that religion itself is the greatest 
joy in all the world. There is happi- 
ness in music, in wholesome amuse- 
ments, and in health-giving athletics. 
For these reasons I carry the sheet of 
music, the baseball, and the book 
which helps us plan our parties and 
other good times. The card is a 
membership card, for to my depart- 
ment belongs the duty and pleasure 


of securing new members to the chap- 
ter. 

President: I like your Department. 
He who does not laugh and play does 
not live. May you do much to attract 
and hold the young life of this com- 
munity. Will you be seated? (Usual 
procedure. ) 

President (addressing committee) : 
Will you aid this Department in its 
task by ever seeking to make the best 
life lead and not trail? 

Response: We will endeavor to do 
so. 


President: To the Fourth Vice- 
President and his band of loyal 
Leaguers belongs the responsibility of 
providing our recreation. A League 
that is known for its good times is a 
live League, doing great things for 
youth. May all success attend your 
efforts. 


I now call upon all to w’tness that 
we have formed the Epworth Cross. 
The central figure is the pastor. about 
whom all the work of loyal Epwor- 
thians rallies. We know that there is 
no limit to which he will not go in 
co-operating with us, and surely we 
can do no less than to meet him fully 
half way. 

At my right hand is our secretary, 
intrusted with the many details of 
League records and correspondence, 
and at my left is our treasurer, up- 
holding the burden of League fi- 
nances. 


Even as the Epworth Cross is an 
unbroken whole, so should our 
League be a unit in purpose and 
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power. Every member of each de- 
partment must co-operate with the 
others, and all must extend their help 


‘and prayers to the Secretary and 


Treasurer, the pastor and myself. 
Thus will our League grow strong 
in the sight of God and man. 

(The lights are dimmed or ex- 
tinguished, and all stand with bowed 
heads while each Vice-President, in 
order, leads in a brief prayer for per- 
sonal power and strength, and the 
success of his department. This is 
done at the invitation of the Presi- 
dent, and as each prayer is being said, 


the President lights one of four 
candles on the table before him. After 
the four prayers the President 
prays): 

Our heavenly Father, our Coun- 
selor, and our Guide, we ask thy rich- 
est blessing upon our League and its 
members. May each of our depart- 
ments glow as did the beacon of old, 
guiding a weary and waiting world 
to the Saviour of men. All this we 
ask in the name of Him who has 
taught us to say when we pray— 
(close with Lord’s Prayer in unison.)
